Between 9 and 10 p.m., a party of 
about four men came to R;^an'8 
house j one of them, armed with a 
hammer, entered and threatened 
Ryan and his wife, who had re- 
cently settled in the place, with 
death, if they did not quit. 

They also left a written notice to 
the same effect. 

The supposed object was to pre- 
vent competition in trade. 

Although one, at least, of the party 
is supposed to be known to the 
Ryans, they refused to identify 
or prosecute.

The houses of the persons named 
were visited by an armed party, 
who threatened the inniates with 
the death of David Maxwell if 
they lodged or encouraged the 
Connaught schoolmaster who 
lately came to the neighbour- 
hood. 

They also broke with stones the 
windows of the two first named, 
through which they fired shots. 

The schoolmaster referred to, it is 
presumed, is a man named Gettin, 
from Mullingar, whom the far- 
mers of the neighbourhood had 
latterly employed; while another 
person connected with the locality 
was endeavouring to get the 
school business.

On the night of the l6th, two men, 

unknown, called atConroy’shoose, 
and demanded a pistol, which he 
immediately handed them ; and on 
the night of the 20lh, an armed 
party called again, and in ab- 
sence carried away a gun,_ The 
parties who perpetrated this out- 
rage promised to return the arms 
in question. 

On this night, a party consisting of 
five or six men, unknown, some 
of whom were armed, visited the 
liouscs of Noon and Flynn, from 
the foimer of whoni they took one 
gun, and swore him as to whether 
he had any powder in his posses- 
sion ; and from the latter a pistol, 
and also swore him as to whether 
he was possessed of a gun. 

On this evening, about 6 o clock, 
three armed men entered Adairs 
house, and carried away a gun 
and pistol. 

Between the hours of 2 and 3, p.m.j 
a party of s'lx armed men went to 
the houses of the persons named, 
and carried away ai-ins,viz., frona, 
No. 1. A gun, ^ 

No. 2. A ditto and a pistol. 

No. 3. Ditto, 

No. 4. A useless old pistol. 

All the parties above named were 
absent at the time of the commis- 
sion of the outrages.

As a party of policemen wex’e on 
patrol on this night, they met, at 
about the hour of 12 o’clock, a 
large party of 80 or 100 persons, 
some of whom were armed, and 
on the leaders being challenged to 
surrender, they threatened the 
police with destruction should 
they persist in advancing. The 
police, however, advanced, when 
some of the party snapped their 
arms at them, one of which burned 
priming ; the former returned the 
fire, and the mob fled.

This night about 10 o’clock, a party 
of upwards of twenty persons un- 
known attacked and entered Dra- 
per’s dwelling, breaking a large 
window, and carried away two 
guns, his property. 

This evening about 5 o’clock a par- 
ty of four persons unknown went 
to Holden’s house and carried 
away a gun. 

Between 9 and 10 o’clock, p.m., a 
party of 12 men entered Nealins’ 
house, and searched for arms. 

Said party subsequently forced an 
entrance into Kearney’s house and 
searched for arms, swearing him 
as to whether he had any. 

About 6 o’clock p.m., as the police 
were employed suppressing riot, 
the mob assaulted diem, and com- 
pelled them to seek shelter in a 
house, which was soon after at- 
tacked by the crowd, who broke 
several panes of glass in the win- 
dows. Owing to the exertions of 
the parish priest the people desisted 
and separated. Some of the po- 
lice were struck, but not seriously 
injured. 

It is supposed that revenge, owing 
to the homicide of John Gargaun 
by the constabulary in March 
last, was the cause of this attack 
upon the police. 

About midnight some person or 
persona unknown maliciously set 
fire to Mr. Irwin’s out-offices, 
which were totally consumed; to- 
gether with two horses, a quantity 
of potatoes, and other property, 
all belonging to Mr. Harrison, 
solicitor, who lodged with Mr. 
Irwin. i 



About 12 o’clock nooh a party of 
five men, three of whom were 
armed with swords, and one with 
a pistol, entered Ward’s house 
(who is gamekeeper to Mr. Arm- 
strong), and carried away a gun, 
Mr. Armstrong’s property. 



About 11 o’clock P.M. a party of 
four men, one of whom was 
armed, attacked and forcibly en- 
tered the dwelling of P. Kearney, 
and threatened to shoot his wife 
Catherine, should she not give up 
telling stories to Mr. Charles 
O’Brien, and also not to allow the 
police to visit her house. The i 
party fired a shot on departing. 

Between 10 and 11 o’clock at night 
a party of ten or twelve men visited 
Loj'd s house, three orfour having 
entered, made search for arms, 
and carried away a pistol.

One of the sons, who acts as steward 
to Mr. O’Connor, having become 
obnoxious to some of the work- 
men, is the only supposed cause of 
the attack. 

Between 12 and 2 in the morning, 
about twelvemen attacked Regans’ 
house, and having forcibly entered, 
demanded arms, and not finding 
any, swore him as to whether he 
had arms. Three of them as- 
saulted him, and were about taking 
a sum of money, amounting to 
£5 ISs., from him, when liis wife 
cried out— “ that they had robbed 
him. ’ One of them, supposed to 
be the leader of the party, called 
them all in to swear them, as to 
who had taken the money, when 
it was instantly restored. They 
killed Regans' dog, and departed. 

They then tdsited Marlom’s house, 
•where they got a stand of arms, 
without the least resistance being 
made.
